GENEVA, Sept. 14.—Through the assist- 
ance of B. H. Ridgely, United States Con- 
sul here, the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
was enabled th's afternoon to see and iii- 
terview the assassin Lucchesi. 

Instead of a eullen Prendergast, who 
killed Carter Harrison of Chicago, or a de- 
fiant Vaillant, who threw the bomb in the 
French Chamber of Deputies, there was 
brought upon the scene in the ante-cham- 
ber of the Palace of Justice a smirking 
wretch, effusive, garrulous and beaming. 

Lucchesi is small and gaunt, but athletic, 
With blue eyes, a reddish mustache and 
dirty brown hair, cut ehort and unperted. 
He smiled and tittered as he talked, cheer- 
fully answering all of the correspondent's 
questions. His demeanor suggested an un- 
hinged mind, but his replies indicated a 
clear and full conéciousness of his crime, 
in which he glor'ed. 

In answer to a query by the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent Lucchesi said: 

“Il killed the Empress because I am an 
anarchist. We have not, we eat not, we 
drink not; therefore we must make the 
rich and powerful think about us. I have 
simply executed @ mission,”’ 

“Why did you select the Empress? Why 
not have killed a real ruler—a King or a 
Prestuent?’ 

“Destiny placed her in my way,” he an- 
swered, simply and with apparent truthfui- 
neas. “I was not looking for her life in 

articular. She was here and I struck her. 

he wae one of the oppressors.”’ 

“Had you any accomplices?’ 

“My accomp)ices are all those who suf- 
fer. I am the executor of the oppressed.” 

“Would you prefer life imprisonment jn 
Geneva or death in Austria if you had 
the choice?’ he was then asked. A look 
of annoyance passed over his face as he 
ansewered: 

“As you wish,”

THE COFFIN CLOSED. . 


Nct Even the Emperor Will See the 
Face Again. 

GPNEVA, Sept. 14.—The coffin containing 
the body of the Empress of Austria has 
been closed, and nobody, not even Emperor 
Joseph, will see the face again. The Yody 
was finally enveloped in a black faille dress, 
the hair arranged with a diadem over the 
forehead and the hands folded lightly to- 
rather, holding a cross and a rosary. White 
roses form a garland around the whole 
body, concealing the white satin lining of 
the coffin. 

Very few have seen her majesty’s feat- 
ures, as her face most-of the time has 
been covered with a white cloth, while a 
white flower veil has covered the entire 
coffin. 

The Empress, it is reported, left a will 
bequeathing her jewels, valued at $2,500,000, 
to charities.

North St. Louis, from the Stock Yards to 
Washington avenue, was thrown into a 
panic early Wednesday morning by a mad 
steer. 

Men were tossed and trampled upon, chil- 
dren were chased, a buggy was overturned 
and a Citizens’ Line car was stopped by the 
desperate animal. 

The hero of the episode is Gue Kinder- 
mann, attached to the Watertower of En- 
gine Company 32 at Twentieth and Wash- 
ington avenue. 

He lassoed the steer, threw it down and 
held it prostrate while Aleck P. Christie 
of the same company bound its legs with a 


rope. 

Two policemen and several citizens took 
shots at the steer during its mad flight, 
but only one ball took effect and that was 
fired by Officer Maher of the Fourth Dis- 
trict after the animal had been thrown and 
tied. : 

The greatest excitement was at Twentieth 
and Washington avenue, where the steer 
made a final stand and where it was sub- 
dued by Kindermann and Christie. Fully a 
thousand people witnessed the capture of 
the steer. 

But from there to the stock yards at the 
foot of Bremen avenue there is a wide trail 
which was panic-stricken by the murderous 
plunges of the steer. 

The animal is the property of A. J. Mitch- 
ell, 2 cattle dealer of Sherman, Tex.

The steer had run a vacant lot on the 
south side of Washington avenue, between 
Twentieth and Twenty-first. The crowd 
filled the pavement on the other side and 
stretched far up the street.

The steer was pawing the turf in the 
vacant lot and shaking his head menacing- 
ly. Kinderman, his rope coiled; walked 
slowly toward him, When he got near he 
deftly threw the loop under the steer’s fore 
feet and when jit caught over his hoof as he 
pawed, Kinderman drew it tight. The steer 
seemed to realize that he had met ‘his 
match and _ started to run. Kinderman 
braced himself for the shock, and when the 
rope tautened the steer fell, tripped by his 
own weight.

TURKEY MUST PAY 


Claims of Americans for Property De- 


stroyed in Armenia. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—President Me- 
Kinley has decided to enforce the payment 
of the claims of Americans upon Turkey 


for property destroyed in Armenia. The 
Sultan recently sent an official communi- 
cation advising the United States Govern- 
ment that his Government did not feel 
it was responsible for the destruction of 
property in question, and consequently 
would decline to compensate the Americans 
for its loss. The administration has de- 
termined that if necessary force will be 
employed to compel compliance with the 
demands. 

Minister Angel, who was sent 
stantinople at the beginning of the Me. 
Kinley administration, was specially in- 
trusted with the collection of these claims. 
Hie had several conferences With the Min- 
istera of the BSultan, but without success. 
Finally he declared that unless the Turk- 
ish Government agreed to pay the claims 
at once he would order warships into the 
Bosphorus. He was upheld in this course 
by the Administration, and a naval dem- 
onstration was being planned when the 
war with Spain made it necessary to with- 
draw all the warships from Europe for the 
protection of the American coast 

The threatened demonstration had it« ef. 
fect. however, and the Sultan pledged him- 
seif to pay the claima. After the out- 
break of the war with Spain he recon- 
sidered his determination, and stated that 
under no circunfetances could Als Govern. 
ment be held responaible for the damages 
resulting from the Armenian troubles, 

Minister Angel, who resigned his post 
in order to return to the presidency of the 
University of Michigan, has been succeeded 
by Oscar Claus of New York it is- not 
deemed probable that the Administration 
will resort to force to secure the payment 
of the claims until after the settlement of 
the war with Spain. Immediatejy upon

Mr. P. H. Bryson, a wealthy citizen of 
Gallatin, Tenn., began the 14th day of his 
search for his missing nephew in the rain 
Wednesday morning. ’ 

James B. Alexander disappeared from the 
Hotel Normandie, Franklin avenue, near 
trand, between 2 and 3 o'clock on the af- 
ternoon of Sept. 3. 

He left his uncle sitting near the hotel 
entrance with’ the casual remark that he 
was going down the street to have his 
shoes shined. He walked to Theresa ave- 
nue, turned south, then west on Olive 
street. Since that moment neither kith nor 
kin, friends nor acquaintances, police nor 
detectives have seen him or learned where 
he has passed one minute of his time. 

It is one of the must complete and baf- 
fling disappearances that the veteran Chief 
Desmond has taken up for many years. 
There is absolutely no clew, not the re- 
motest suggestion of one, and the police 
are groping around in the dark in the 
hope that some hidden fount of informa- 
tion may be accidentally discovered, 

This case is devoid of the features usual- 
ly prominent in disappearances, and which 
often lead to che discovery of an ab- 
sentee. 

Relatives of young Alexander say he 
was not financially embarrassed, for he 


had nearly $10,000 in his own name, and 
could have relied on his uncle for any 


pecuniary assistance; that he had no love 
affair; that his home life was happy, and 
that his healih had been restored, 

In the absence of any basis for a logical 
theory the police have laid some stress 
upon Mr. Alexander's {ll-health during the 
last four years, and say his mind may 
have been disturbed. 

Dr. George Clinton Crandall, 511 North 
Garrison avenue, had treated the missing 
man for a nervous disorder. He says he 
cannot belleve Mr. Alexander’s mind was 
affected, as he was practically a well man 
the day he walked away. His recovery had 
progresred so rapidly that Dr. Crandall was 
gotng to suspend treatment this week and 
Alexander was to go home with Mr. Bryson.

Tne Mutilation of the Young Woman’s 
Body Was Cleverly Done b7 the 
Hand of a Skilled 
Surgeon. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Sept. 14.—Two set- 
ter dogs may bring to justice the wretches 
who dismembered the body of the beautiful 
girl found in scraps in the creek here. They 

prung @ clew that is being followed up 
to-day. - 

There is not a doubt that the young wom- 
an was the victim of a criminal operation, 
followed possibly by murder, performed by 
some one skilled in surgery. 

The man had an accomplice, maybe sev- 
eral, as the parts of the body missing at 
first were found later and they bore positive 
evidence of having been placed in the creek 
after the first bundles were found. 


J. J. Calhoun and others who live near 
the creek heard the noise of a horse and 
wagon on the bridge at midnight foliowing 
the finding of the first bundles, They heard 
the noise of hoofs and wheels going out 
upon the bridge and then guddenly stop. 
Tney are sure that the rig did not cross 
ithe bridge. There was silence for the space 
of 10 or 12 minutes. Thence once more they 
heard the hoof beats and the clattering of 
the wagon. This time the rig was com.ng 
off the bridge. They heard it disappear to 
the northeastward in the direction from 
which it had come. 

This discovery is of secondary value to 
the clew furnished by the dogs. George 
Hiall has told the police that on Sunday 
hight about 7:30 o’clock he and his brother- 
in-law Were crossing the Seaview avenue 
bridge with their two setter dogs. 

As they neared the center of the bridge 
they noticed a two-seated carriage with a 
horse attached to it, standing there. There 
was a man on the front seat who was look- 
ing out over the water, and when he no- 
ticed their coming he gave three -whistles 
aS if to notify. some one of their approach. 

“We wouid have paid little attention to 
the cariage,’’ said Hall. ‘“‘Had it not been 
that when we were passing it our dog: 
jumped up on the wheels and began sniff- 
ing. I ordered them off, but they would 
not go until I kicked them off. I wondered 
at the time what there could be about the 
carriage to make them so anxious.”’ 

It is believed that the men can identify 
the man and carriage. 

After the last bundle was fdund in the 

creek the fragments were arranged upon an 
autopsy table and found to fit each other 
perfectly. The head had been cut off at 
the third cervical vertebra, first by incision 
with a sharp Knife in a long sweeping cut 
whose smoothness showed a practiced hand, 
and then the spine was severed by strokes 
with a fine sharp saw such as surgeons 
use. The arms were not severed or cut in 
any way. 
The next dismemberment was made at 
the navel, where the same sweeping, prac- 
ticed sweep of the knife severed the tis- 
sues without the least sign of indecision. 
Here, too, the spinal column was severed 
with a saw whose teeth were so fine and 
clean that there was not any characteristic 
mark of sawing to be seen. The upper 
third of each thigh was attached to the 
trunk. The legs were cut in the same 
skillful tnanner. 

The most remarkable cut of all—the one 
which shows most distinctly the desire of 
the mutilator to conceal another crime— 
‘was the opening of the body down the me- 
dian line. There was one tell-tale condi- 
tion which the crimina] was either too care- 
less or in too much of a hurry to conceal. 

Dr. Downs, the medical examiner, found 
a peculiar condition pointing clearly to sep- 
ticemia—the kind of blood poisoning which 
results from a criminal operation upon a 
woman. 

Here, then, was the story of the case as 
Plain to the eyes of the doctor as if it 
were printed in black letters: 

An illega] operation was performed. 

Blood potsoning followed and the woman 
crew weak. 

She was in great agony and frequently 
delirious during a period of four or five 
days. This was evident from the progress 
of congestion in the lungs. The muslin 
thrust into the woman’s mouth—a piece of 
stained pillow case, a foot wide and two 
feet long—was to gag her and prevent her 
delirious outcries from attracting attention. 

The weman died. Then came the removal 
of the organs and the contents of the ab- 
dominal cavity to conceal the crime that 
Caused her death. After that the dismem- 
berment to enable the criminal to dispose 
of the body. 

The authorities believe that the young 
woman is a stranger in Bridgeport, who 
came here to undergo illegal treatment. 
They believe that she died while in the 
house of some Bridgeport doctor or mid- 
wife. They think it will not take them very 
long to discover the guilty person. 


SOLDIER KILLS HIS MAN. 


His Arrest Leads to Demonstration on 
the Part of Comrades. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 14.—Walter Ros- 
ser, a private of a Tennessee regiment, 
last night shot and killed Henry Hilde- 
brandt, an employe of the Spreckels Mar- 
ket In this city.

RUMORS ARE THAT STARTLING 
DEVELOPMENTS IN DREYFUS’ 
CASE ARE TO BE EXPECTED. 


FRESIDENT FAURE MAY RESIGN. 


His Opposition to a Revision of the Al- 
satian’s Trial Inclines Him 
to This Course. 


PARIS, Sept. 14.—Among the rumors in 
circulation regarding the Dreyfus case is 
one that arrests more startiing than any 
yet made are imminent. 

Another report is that if Gen. Zurlinden, 
Minister for War, resigns, legal action for 
revision will be commenced before his suc- 
cessor is appointed. 

Gen, Zurlinden, at the last moment, 
begged to be excused from accompanying 
President Faure to the maneuvers, 

The frank newspaper assertions that 
President Faure is supporting Gen. Zur- 
linden in opposing revision have created 
considerable comment and given rise to the 
notion that there will be no revision while 
M. Faure is President. 

Last night four men, armed with clubs, 
attacKed and severely injured M. Philibert 
Roget, director of a Dreyfusite paper. One 
of the four is under arrest. 

The Gaulois and the Jour assert that 
President Faure, rather than allow-a re- 
vision of the Dreyfus case, will resign and 
seek re-election by the National Assembly, 
convened to elect his successor. 

The name of Gen. Brugeres is mentioned 
as likely to succeed Gen. Zurlinden as Min- 
ister of War, and it is alleged that he has 
already agreed to accept the office as soon 
as it becomes vacant, the understanding 
being that -f he does so he will conform 
to the views of Premier Brisson and of the 
Cabinet on the subpect of revision. He is 
one of the most unpopular officers of the 
Mrench army, what they call here “the gen- 
eral of the ante-chamber,”’ having won his 
epaulettes not on the field or while engaged 
on military duty, but while acting as cham- 
berlain and master of the household to the 
various Presidents of the French Republic, 

Brugeres’ principal piece of good fortune 
was ‘when Presidént Carnot, shortly after 
his election as chief magistréte, was awk- 
ward enough, during a presidential shoot- 
ing party, to lodge the entire contents of 
his gun in the lower portion of the back of 
lrugeres, wounding him severely. Kind- 
hearted Carnot wag in despair and could 
not do enough to atone for his carelessness, 
Brugeres for this wound received not only 
the chieftainship of the military hweusehold 
of the President, but also a step in rank 
and the star of grand office of the Legion 
of Honor. He is so cordially d-sliked by his 
comrades that he has little to lose by the 
boycott and ostracism with which | they 
threaten any officer who ventures to cham- 
pion the Dreyfus case.

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TROUBLE WITH 


Strikers Accused of Threaten- 
‘ing Demonstrations. 


R'OT CALL TURNED 
IN FOR THE POLICE. 


LONG AND EXCITING CHASE 
AFTER ONE 0 THE STRIK- 
ERS WHO FLED. 


SEVERAL SHOTS FIRED 
WHILE MAKING ARRESTS. 


Five Men Conveyed to the Four Courts, 
but They Were Found to Be Un- 
armed and Were Possi- 
bly Not Guilty. 


Striking linemen precipitated trouble at 
Eleventh and Locust streets Wednesday 
morning. 

.They made a threatening demonstration 
toward four employes of the Missouri-Edi- 
son Electric Light Co. Somebody turned 
in a riot call and six of the strikers were 
arrested. 

The men arrested are Albert Cassville, 
William August, James Walker, George 
Toieiei, Clarence Mundell and W. A. Logan. 

The last was arrested only after a long 
chase and a fusillade of shots fired by po- 
licemen. 

Three ‘“‘troublemen’’ working under a man 
named Warnsch were repairing a line on 
the building at the northeast corner of 


Eleventh and Locust streets, over Bertac- 
chine’s saloon. 

Their ladder was placed in a gangway 
north of the building. About 10:30 o'clock 
the workmen noticed a crowd § gathered 
about the mouth of the gangway and rec- 
ognized some in the crowd as strikers. 
They declare that the strikers had their 
right hands at their hip pockets in a threat- 
ening manner, but a-search after the ar- 
rests revealed only one revolver in the 
crowd. The workmen say there was about 
twenty men in the crowd. 

The strikers attempted to parley, but 
Warnsch declined to have anything to do 
with them. At this the strikers crowded 
up closer, but there is no evidence that any 
of them attempted violence. 

At this point somebody turned in a riot 
call and Capt. Reynolds headed a rescue 
party composed of Officers Langdon, Mader, 
Reagan, Stender, Peters, Butler, Carey 
O’Brien and Sergt. Gross. 

At the appearance of the police in the 
wagon the strikers broke and ran, but five 
were captured near the spot. 

Logan was speedier and ran north on 
Eleventh street, pursued by several officers, 
who fired a number of ineffective shots at 


him. 

At Washington avenue Special Officer Pe- 
ter Welsh, who was on a Compton Heights 
car, joined in the chase and fired a shot or 
two. Special Officer A. J. Smith, who was 
coming south on a Bellefontaine car, heard 
the shots, and, jumping off, captured Lo- 
gan. 

The workmen would not give their names, 
and, hustling into their wagon, drove off 
immediately after the arrival of the patrol 
wagon. 

The trouble attracted a large crowd to 
the scene and it was necessary for the po- 
lice to clear the street.

MARKETS BY TELEGRAPH. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—Liverpool failed to sympa- 
thize with the advance here yesterd@y, quotations 
from there to-day showing a declife of %@\d 
and the Northwest receipts were a good deal ahead 
of last year, 918 cars being received as compared 
with 588 for the corresponding day a year ago.

Chicago received 174 cars, of which only 7 were 
of contract grade.

Arrest of Col. Andel Resented 
by His Belleville Soldiers. 


HE SERVED THROUGH 
THE “ATE CIVIL WAR. 


WAS ON THE STAFF OF GEN. OS- 
TERHAUS AND IS A THOR- 
OUGH MILITARY MAN. 


HIS OFFICERS INSIST 
ON GOING TO CUBA. 


Col. Andel Took the Side of His Men 
and Demanded They Be Allowed 
to Vote on Mustering Out if 
Officers Were Voted. 


The developments of the past two days 
at Camp Panama, Jacksonville, Fla., have 
excited the most intense interest at Belle- 
ville, the home of Col, Casimir Andel, Sergt. 
Richard W. Ropiequet and Company D. 

The news of the arrest of Col. Andel cre- 
ated great surprise, but the published 
charges caused amusement, 

When news came Wednesday that Sergt. 
Ropiequet, Col. Andel's secretary, had also 
been arrested, a more serious view was 
taken of the affair, as this was considered 


proof of a conspiracy. 

Sergt. Ropiequet is an able lawyer and 
the confidential adviser of Col. Andel, He 
would have been invaluable to the Colonel 
in the court-martial proceedings. His ar- 
rest precludes him from assisting in the 
defense of the Colonel. 

The: charge against Ropiequet ts consid- 
ered trivial. He wrote a letter home after 
the signing of the protocol, in which he 
gaid now that the war was over the men 
ought and probably would be allowed to 
return home, 

Other members of Company D have sent 
letters and telegrams to Belleville papers 
denouncing the officers of the regiment 
who want to go to Cuba, but nothing was 
done about it. 

Sergt. Ropiequet was notified a few days 
ago that on the recommendation of Col. 
Andel he would be appointed Lieutenant 
of Company BD. The Colonel made this 
recommendation because he wished to h*y’e 
Ropiequet serve as judge advocate and 1e 
eould not do so without being a commis- 
sioned officer. 

Nobody in Belleville believes the charges 
against Col. Andel of military incompe- 
tency and conduct unbecoming an officer 
can be sustained in a fair-court-martial. 

Andel served through the civil war. The 
Jast year he was on the staff of Gen. 
‘Osterhaus and enjoyed that officer's es- 
teem. He came out of the war with the 
rank of Captain. 

He organized Company A of Belleville 
‘dn 1874 and was afterwards made Colonel 
of the Eleventh Regiment. 

About seven vears ago he _ organized 
€ompany D and served as its Captain a 
rear. He was offered the colonelcy of the 
Fourth, but declined it. At the outbreak 
of the war the offer was renewed and he 
accepted. 

In and out of the service he has always 
heen an enthusiastic military man, and his 
friends consider him the best-informed man 
on military matters in the State. 

Heris scrupulously exact and conscien- 
tious in all his dealings. For nearly a 
quarter of a century he has been cashier 
of the First National Bank of Belleville. 
His position awaits his return. 

Personally he is somewhat austere. He is 
plain-spoken and does not hesitate to let 
aman know what he thinks of him, but 
he is a man of few words. 

When aroused he has a violent temper 
and has made a few enemies, but even they 
concede he is a thorough soldier and an 
upright man. 

As an officer he has some of the .char- 
acteristics of Gen. Miles. He hates red 
tape and detests military pretenders. He 
fs a strict disciplinarian, but so democratic 
that in all matters not affecting discipline 
he yields as much as possible to the wishes 
of his men. 

The Colonel was willing to go to Cuba, 
but when Gen. Barkley summoned the 
officers of the Sev¥enth Army Corps and 
told them to vote the sentiments of their 
men on the subject of going as a part 
of the army of occupation, le said the best 
way to ascertain the sentiment of the men 
would be to let them vote gn it. 

Barkley said that Would be un- 
military. Col. Andel said it was also un- 
military to determine the question by a 
vote of the officers. Gen. Barkley ad- 
mitted that it was. Capt. Schrader and 
Lijeuts.

Mrs. James McMenamy has withdrawn 
her name from the saloon license. She 
claims not to have known what she was 
signing. 

A desperate attempt will be made to keep 
the saloon from the neighborhood.
